Dear Mark: 

We write on behalf of the 32 Non-Party NFL Member Clubs (the “Non-Party Clubs”) in 
response to your letter dated September 24, 2018 (the “Letter”) which sets forth the eontentions 
of defendants (referred to herein as the “Insurers”) in the above-captioned matters (the “Aetion”) 
regarding purported defieiencies in the Non-Party Clubs’ responses and objeetions (the 
“Objeetions”) to the requests contained in the 32 individual subpoenas (the “Subpoenas”) served 
to the 32 Non-Party Clubs (the “Requests”). 

The Letter is inherently eontradietory in that it purports to begin a substantive meet and eonfer 
process to avoid motion praetiee with respeet to Non-Party Clubs’ written Objeetions which 
were provided to Insurers nearly a year ago, yet does not offer to compromise or narrow the 
seope of Insurers’ ineredibly broad demands in any way.^ Insurers’ eontinued insistence on full 
eompliance with all of their Requests as stated clearly is not a genuine attempt to meet and 
eonfer and fails to satisfy that requirement. 

Any suggestion that Non-Party Clubs have been dilatory in not having already made doeument 
produetions in response to your Requests is unfounded. Insurers served their first Non-Party 
Club Subpoenas in August 2017 and took nearly a year to properly serve all fin al subpoenas. 
Throughout that process, the Non-Party Clubs were fully eooperative with Insurers’ efforts to 
serve the subpoenas and promptly notified you when multiple Non-Party Clubs were served 
under non-existent or ineorrect entity names, so that sueh mistakes could be eorrected and the 
proper entities served. During that time, we eonferred on a eouple of oecasions, including on

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January 18, 2018 and again on Mareh 9, 2018. Those eonversations eentered on proeedural 
issues and your request that the Non-Party Clubs produce some limited seope of doeuments, 
without addressing the merits of the Objeetions. No agreement concerning the seope of 
production was proposed or discussed during any of those eonversations. The Letter is the first 
eommunieation by Insurers purporting to address Non-Party Club’s Objeetions. 

During our diseussion on March 9, 2018, you said you would send us a prioritized list of topies 
to faeilitate diseussions eoneeming the scope of the search Insurers are requesting the Non-Party 
Clubs undertake. In exehange, we agreed to provide you with draft language for a supplemental 
protective order to protect the 32 Non-Party Clubs. That did not happen and you are now trying 
to walk that agreement baek. This is disappointing. Instead the Letter insists upon full 
produetion without narrowing Insurers’ Requests in any respeet. 

Nonetheless, we eontinue to welcome productive diseussions between Insurers and the Non- 
Party Clubs toward agreement to narrow the scope of produetion of doeuments by the Non-Party 
Clubs and avoid motion praetice. To that end, we respond to some of the positions taken in your 
Letter as follows: 

• It is important to note that the 32 Non-Member Clubs reside in 22 different states, eaeh 
with their own discovery rules and laws that are individually apphcable to the Subpoenas. 
The maimer in whieh certain states view non-party diseovery varies widely and the Non- 
Party Clubs intend to take full advantage of those laws in the event they are subjeet to 
motion praetiee. Notably, eertain states are mueh more favorable to non-parties seeking 
their fees and costs in connection with responding to non-party diseovery requests, and 
the Non-Party Clubs residing in those states will avail themselves of those laws. 

• We take issue with your charaeterization of the Non-Party Clubs’ efforts to move towards 
producing documents in response to the Subpoenas. We have been working elosely with 
all 32 Non-Party Clubs over the past year to understand, primarily, whieh doeuments 
responsive to the Subpoenas are in their possession, custody or control, where those 
doeuments are loeated, whieh eustodians are most likely to have responsive documents, 
whether certain doeuments even exist at the elub-level and the types of doeuments that 
would be responsive. The answers to these questions differ on a elub-by-elub basis and 
the Non-Party Clubs have undertaken their own individual efforts to retain, eolleet and 
provide us with responsive in fo rma tion. Consistent with our diseussions with you over 
the past year, we were preparing our elients to be able to move quickly to search for and 
produce responsive doeuments onee an agreement with the Insurers was in plaee. To be 
elear, no agreement to produee responsive doeuments was ever proposed or reached. 

• As stated in the Objeetions, the Non-Party Clubs will produee their eurrent doeument 
retention polieies (to the extent they exist) in response to Doeument Request No. 36. We 
were hoping that these documents could be produced with a larger produetion, but sinee 
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no agreement as to the scope of that production has been reaehed, we will produee those 
doeuments promptly. 

• We reject your proposal that the 32 Non-Party Clubs first seareh the files for your 
identified “priority” requests while agreeing to allow you to supplement those requests up 
to and ineluding the entirety of the Subpoenas without l imi tation. The Non-Party Clubs 
intend to undertake a reasonable seareh for responsive documents one t im e (with 
supplementation as neeessaiy) and an agreement as to seope is required before that 
process may begin. 

• Similarly, we reject your proposed seareh terms for “initial eolleetion efforts.” We must 
agree to a definitive list of seareh terms, with an agreement to supplement or change only 
if a term is deemed to be too under- or over-inclusive based upon seareh results, before 
any electronie searches are undertaken. We also request that you provide a fist of seareh 
terms agreed to in party-diseoveiy, or, if no agreement has been reached, whether certain 
terms are eurrently being litigated. 

• None of the Non-Party Clubs, nor its eounsel, have stated that the Requests are unduly 
burdensome beeause their counsel represents all 32 Non-Party Clubs. The Non-Party 
Clubs m aintain that eertain of the Requests, when read in eonneetion with the De fini tions 
and Instruetions, are unduly burdensome with respeet to the scope and time period sought 
when individually applied to each Non-Party Club. 

• We agree that any produetion of doeuments will be done electronically and addressed to 
eounsel and thus, the Non-Party Clubs will not withhold any documents on the basis that 
the subpoenas seek documents to be produced in a foreign jurisdietion. 

• Without an agreement as to scope, we eatmot determine whether your request for a 
doeument-by-doeument privilege log is appropriate. However, we note that categorieal 
privilege logs are now preferred in many jurisdietions, ineluding New York (see 22 
N.Y.C.R.R. § 202.70(g)). 

• As diseussed above, at our meet and eonfer held on Mareh 9, 2018, we told you that the 
Non-Party Clubs require an addendum to the proteetive order that proteets the doeuments 
produees vis-a-vis the other Non-Party Clubs. We have dmfted that language and will 
provide it to you promptly. 

• The Non-Party Clubs stand by their objeetions to the temporal seope applieable to the 
Requests, however, we agree to meet and confer on this issue. We are particularly 
interested in why the Insurers believe that doeuments in the Non-Party Clubs’ possession 
from after the time that eertain lawsuits involving the plaintiff in this matter (the “NFL”) 
were filed are relevant to any of the claims or defenses in the above-eaptioned matters. 

In eoimeetion with helping us understand your requested date parameters, please inform 
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us as to whether any agreements or rulings have been made with respect to the date 
parameters for party-diseovery and whether any sueh issues are eurrently being litigated. 

• The Non-Party Clubs do not intend to withhold any doeuments retrieved and reviewed 
that are otherwise relevant on the ground that the Subpoenas seek identical documents 
from each of the Non-Party Clubs. 

• The majority of your eoncems relating to the Non-Party Clubs’ Objections to the 
Subpoenas’ Definitions (Letter at 6-7) can be remedied by an agreement on scope, seareh 
te rm s and eustodians and thus are not addressed individually herein. We remain willing 
to meet and eonfer on each of those issues. For elarity, the Non-Party Clubs agree that 
they will not withhold documents retrieved and reviewed that are otherwise responsive on 
the basis of their Objections to the Definitions in the Subpoenas. 

• The Non-Party Clubs m aintain that In struction No. 3 is premature and unduly 
burdensome beeause the Non-Party Clubs have objeeted to all of the Requests and no 
agreement has been made to produee any doeuments. 

• The Insurers appear to have misinterpreted the Non-Party Clubs’ specifie objeetions 
relating to documents that would likely be found in the NFL’s possession and relevance. 
(See Letter at 7-9.) 

First, the Non-Party Clubs have never indicated that they beheve that doeuments 
uniquely in the Non-Party Clubs’ possession eould be found in the NFL’s possession, as 
they would not. Nor have the Non-Party Clubs indieated that they intend to withhold 
doeuments retrieved and reviewed on the basis that the doeuments eould be in the NFL’s 
possession. Rather, the Non-Party Club’s speeifieally objected to Request Nos. 1-2,4-23, 
26-35 and 37+ (where applicable) to the extent those Requests seek “info rm ation in the 
possession of the Non-Party Club, but not in the possession of the NFL, because such 
information is not reasonably related to cla im s or defenses asserted in this Action.” (emphasis 
added.) That is, it is the Non-Party Clubs’ position that documents responsive to those 
Requests that were not tr an s mi tted or communicated to the NFL are not relevant to the 
Action and should not be produced. Request Nos. 3,24 and 25, on the other hand, are 
aheady limited to documents and co mmu nications between the Non-Party Clubs and the 
NFL. (See, Request Nos. 3, 24 and 25 (each seeking “[a]ll Documents and 
Co mm unications between the [Non-Party Club] and the NFL ...”).) Thus, produetions 
made in response to eaeh of the Requests (with the exeeption of Request No. 36, whieh 
seeks the Non-Party Clubs’ doeument retention pohcies), should be l imit ed to doeuments 
transmitted or eommunieated to the NFL. 

T hi s position is supported by your own artieulation of relevanee, which is limited to 
doeuments in the Non-Party Clubs’ possession that were in the possession of the NFL, 
whether or not the NFL “retained or eurrently possesses” that information. (Letter at 8.) 
The example of relevant doeuments your Letter provides is that “a Member Club may 
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have in the past conducted researeh which was transmitted to the NFL and had 
communications with the NFL regarding these doeuments[.]” (Id. (emphasis added).) It 
appears, from your own artieulation of relevance, that the Insurers are seeking diseovery 
from each of the 32 Non-Party Clubs solely to co nfir m the aeeuraey of the produetions 
they have or will reeeive from the NFL. The Non-Party Clubs believe that a seareh for 
sueh hypothetieal transmittals and co mmu nications should first be exhausted through 
party-discovery and is precisely the type of fishing expedition that eourts regularly reject. 

In the alternative, if sueh a fishing expedition is warranted, and absent your ability to 
articulate an additional eategory of relevant doeuments, the Non-Party Clubs believe that 
any documents retrieved and reviewed should be limited to documents that were 
transmitted or eommunieated to the NFL. Sueh a seareh eould be aecomplished by 
applying certain limiting seareh terms over custodians who were in eontaet with the NFL. 
Applying such parameters aecording to your own articulation of relevance would 
eliminate many eategories of your Requests which, by their nature, eonsist entirely of 
doeuments that would not have been transmitted or eommunieated to the NFL. We 
remain willing to meet and eonfer on these issues. 

• The Non-Party Clubs maintain their Objections relating to HIPAA, ADA and various 
state privacy laws. Further to the above, the Non-Party Clubs do not believe that private, 
personal medical information m aintained by a Non-Party Club would in any way relate to 
the cla im s or defenses in this Aetion unless sueh info rm ation is otherwise relevant and 
was shared with the NFL. Indeed, eourts recognize that sensitive non-party information, 
sueh as personal medieal information, should not be produeed, even pursuant to a 
protective order, absent a compelling showing of relevanee. We do not believe the 
Insurers will be able to meet that standard. We re ma in willing to meet and eonfer on this 
issue. 

• With respeet to Request No. 13, seeking “[a]ll Doeuments and Communications relating 
to any workers eompensation elaim for Alleged Brain Injuiy filed by any current or 
former player of the [Non-Party Club],” please explain, as you state, how “data on bodily 
injury to each player ... is relevant to various claims and defenses at issue in the 
htigation” even if that info rm ation was not in the possession of the NFL (see Letter at 
10). We remain willing to meet and eonfer on this issue ineluding regarding whether 
workers compensation files are the appropriate documents in whieh to provide the 
Insurers information on Alleged Brain Injuries to eurrent and former players. 

• With respect to Request No. 29, the Non-Party Clubs m aintain their speeifie objections. 
Further, it is our understanding that searehing for “[a]ll Doeuments and Communieations 
related to any indemnity agreements between the [Non-Party Clubs] and the NFL” is 
unreasonable beeause it would exelusively return documents that have nothing to do with 
an inde mni fication that concerns to the underlying litigation beeause there is none. We 
remain willing to meet and eonfer on thi s issue. 
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• Finally, the remainder of your coneems relating to the Non-Party Clubs’ Objeetions to 
specifie requests (Letter at 9-12), and requests to particular Non-Party Clubs (Letter at 
12-16) have either already been addressed or can be remedied by an agreement on 
reasonable scope, search terms, eustodians and time periods and, thus, are not addressed 
individually herein. We remain willing to meet and eonfer on each of those issues. 

In addition, we request that you identify any issues in your Letter that have been agreed to or 
deeided, or will be decided, by the Court or Speeial Discovery Master in party-discovery for our 
eonsideration. 

We are available on the following dates to meet and eonfer in good faith: Oetober 18, 22 and 23. 
Please suggest some times on those dates. In the meantime, the Non-Party Clubs reserve all of 
the rights, objections, claims and defenses. Thank you.
